NO ONE WANTS WAR 

In 1914 the Eureopean general 
staffs and foreign offices (and the 
same could be said of Asia in 1904) 
were generally in the mood for let- 
ting the war come and getting it 
over with. Today not only the diplo- 
matic, but the military, problem is 
enormously more complicated than 
it was in 1904. The military, econ- 
mic, and social risks of a general 
war are vastly greater than they 
gseemeq to be then; the- possible re- 
wards of victory appear much more 
illusory. -— , 

I doubt that one could find the 
fatalist mood of 1914 ruling in the 
inner councils of the most militarist 
of _ present-day powers, and I think 
this factor greatly reduces the dan- 
gers, which on the surface appear to 
be so greatg: 

I do not think any power today is 
deliberately preparing a war. Rather, 
I think the governments are exerting 
all their ingenuity to achieve their 
varying ends of national or domestic 
policy without resort to actual war. 
The successive - crisis in Manchuria, 
Ethiopia, the Rhineland and Spain 
show how easily this. process may 
prepare a situation from which no es- 
cape save war is possible; but all are 
trying to avoid it, and their success 30 
far would incline me to put the chanc- 
es of a géneral war in the next ten 
years at léss than even. — Walter 
Millis.

Snatcheg from the rushing Ganar- 
aska River, Roy Croft, a shoe store 
manager, was taken unconscious to 
hospital Thursday, first near victim of 
a flood whose waters’ spilled, over 
downtown Port Hope. The river 
overflowed its banks during the night. 

Croft, walking along a washout on 
the Canadian National Railways 
tracks, was thrown into the river 
when a loose tie gave way as he 
stepped on it. He was carried down 
the stream, finally holding to a clump 
of bushes which formed a small isl- 
and. Men ashore threw him a rope 
aud dragged him to safety. 

Hundreds of men were prevented 
from going to work, at least 300 chil- 
dren were kept from attending school 
ang business was paralyzed by the 
flood. At noon the wall of a garage 
owned by George Caldwell collapsed 
and a motor car moved out into the 
five feet deep water in the downtown 
section. 

The flood was at its worst only a 
few blocks from Lake Ontario, into 
which the Ganaraska empties. Heavy 
rainfall swelled the stream north of 
Port Hope and the narrow river bed 
was unable to hold the rushing wat-

Today is the first anniversary of 
the death of King George'V, but no 
special memorial services either for 
royalty or the people generally were 
planned.

A Star reporter managed to reach 
prisoners’ quarters while the riot 
raged nearby and was leq to Hawker, 
described to the reporter as “chair- 
man of the inmates’ committee.”’ The 
newspaper quoted Hawker as saying: 

“Tt haven’t been taking an active 
part in the demonstrations. Many 
of the prisoners have:come to me with 
their side of the storv. I: don't mind 
telling it to you but I dont’ want to 
get in wrong because I haven't much 
more time to serve. 

“They have been complaining lack 
of proper food, saying ‘it deosn't pro- 


go out and do strenuous work, And 
since the new superintendent (Dr. J. 
D. Heaslip) came, the inmates have 
not been allowed to receive parcels 
from home. 

“Thee new regulations went into ef- 
fect about five weeks ago. Since then 
I have known two occasions When 
things looked threatening among the 
prisoners, but they never really came 
to a head before.”
